Recent incident called 


one of poor judgement 


“It was simply a case of an 
individual using poor 
judgement,’’ said Dean Thomas 
Trawick, concerning last 
month’s incident of an off-duty 
sheriff displaying his hand gun. 

Officer Miles Meres of the 
Orange County Sheriff's office 
had been seen on campus with 
‘his gun protruding from his 
waistband. After Meres refused 
to show _ identification to 
another student who had 
noticed the weapon, the incident 
was reported to Trawick. 


While it is illegal to carry any 
type of firearms on campus, the 
law exempts any peace officer, 
whether he is on duty or not. 

Trawick, who had earlier said 
that guns were not allowed on 
school grounds at all, stated, “| 


honestly don’t remember what | 
said, but | may have been in 
error.” 

“But, while the officer was 
within his rights in carrying the 
weapon on campus,” he 
continued, ‘‘he displayed poor 
judgement in letting the gun be 
seen and not identifying himself 
when asked.”’ 

Trawick further stated that 
SAC has had a_ healthy 
relationship with the local 
authorities in the past and he did 
not forsee. any friction caused 
from the fhcident. 

“We've never had anything 
like this happen before and | 
don’t think it will happen again. 
| know personally that the 
officer involved deeply regrets 
his actions,’” commented the 
dean.

In a recent ruling by the 
board of trustees of the Los 
Angeles community _ college 
district, the sale of all tobacco 
products will be prohibited on 
the eight campuses of the Los 
Angeles district. Santa Ana will 
not be atfected by this ruling. 

Ernest Norton, assistant 
superintendent and vice 
president of fiscal affairs said 
that the decision to stop the sale 
of tobacco in the Los Angeles 
district shouldn't put any 
pressure on SAC. It’s up to the 
governing board of directors to 
set policies on this matter, said 
Norton. 

“As a non-smoker, it doesn’t 
make much difference to me 
either way,” Norton said. 

When asked about the health 
standpoint, Norton replied, ‘As 
an intelligent college student, 
one should know how to 
properly take care of his body.”

Mark Miller, ASSAC president, is in favor of eiuinang the 
student body card altogether and it is very likely that the ASSAC 
Senate will follow his advice and do away with the ASB card even 
before the semester is over. 

While the el DON staff has yet to take a position on whether 
or not the ASB card should be granted a stay of execution or 
whether it should be thrown away in favor of other methods of 
raising money -- we are concerned with the “timing’ ‘ of any 
action that might be taken. 

Our concern for the well-being of SAC students who paid their 
$10 this year to purchase an ASB card surfaced this week -- when 
we became aware of the fact that the Black Student Union’ and” 
the student government were planning to turn their backs on all 
those who purchased ASB cards at the outset of the Fall 


' semester. How? 


When we. helped promote the sales of ASB cards during 
registration, we were assured that card holders would be given a 
break (either admitted free or at a reduced price) to all school 
ac tivities. 

Yet, when the BSU approached the student government for a 
$10,000 loan to bring Bill Cosby to SAC (as reported in last 
week’s el DON), everyone seemed to forget their promise and the 
initial decision was made to charge $4 per head for everyone to 
see the renouned comedian whether or not they owned an ASB 
card. 

When confronted about this decision, government officials | 
tried to justify their approach by saying that the event was not 
being sponsored by the student government, but rather by the 
BSU. 

Well, since the BSU is an ICC-chartered club on campus 
(therefore all members must be ASB cardholders); and since ASB 
funds are making this appearance possible; and since both the 
BSU and the student government will share in the profits -- it was 
el DON’s belief that their reasoning did not hold water. 

After further discussion, Mark Miller reversed his position and 
decided to suggest that all ASB cardholders be admitted to the 
show for $3. 

We salute Miller for taking this stance and hope the Student 
Senate listens to his advice. 

And as far as the future of the ASB card goes -- we hope the 
Senate uses good enough judgement that it will not penalize those 
of us who have backed their programs with our $10. 

If the ASB card is done away with -- it should take effect at 
the beginning of the school year, so no one will be taken 
advantage of. GGM

Soviet Union, Hungary 
with U.S. polo team

Don water polo and swim coach Robert Gaughran 
will accompany the United States National Water Polo 
Team on its tour of the Soviet Union and Hungary this 
summer. 

Gaughran, who is Chairman of the U.S. Olympic 
Water Polo Committee and Chairman of the National 
A.A.U. Water Polo Committee, will act as coordinator 
for the 14 athletes and two coaches. 

Having represented the United States in the 1956 and 
1960 Olympics, Gaughran is no stranger to international 
water polo competition. It will be his responsibility to 
attend all official meetings, which include the rules 


‘interpretation and referee selection committees, as well 


as arrange transportation, food and lodging for the 
players and coaches. 

“Someone has to do _ it, said Gaughran 
matter-of-factly. “With all the physical and mental 
preparations that have to be made there is just not 
enough time for the coaches and athletes to do it.” 

The United States will arrive in the Soviet Union on 
July 8 and spend 12 days working out with the Russian 
water polo team. 

. “It is part of the international athletic exchange 
te commented Gaughran. ‘The, Russians came 
to Santa Ana College last year and trained with our 
national team. This year we are returning the visit.”’ 

After training six days in Moscow and six days on the 
Black Sea, the American and Soviet teams wifi travel to 
Budapest, Hungary to compete against other national

Gaughran accredited the international competition 
and training our 1972 Olympic water polo team received 
for its respectable fourth place showing at Munich, 
Germany. ‘It was the first time we were able to get our 
water poloists into international competition prior to an 
Olympic games,’ admitted Gaughran. “‘Our training 
program for the upcoming Olympics is much more 
advanced.” 

The next Olympic water polo competition will be 
held at Montreal, Canada in 1976. 

“That is an awfully good thing for us,” declared 
Gaughran. ‘Playing in the Western Hemisphere has got 
to be to our advantage.” 

Water polo has always been dominated by the Eastern 
Communist Block Countries. When asked if they were

“1 the referee in international competition will allow 
us to apply pressure without calling mickey mouse fouls 
then we can play the game our way -- which they are 
allowing us to do more and more.” 


“Our way” could be described as the California way. 
Since 1932, every U.S. Olympic water polo player, with 
the exception of three in 1956, has been from the 
Golden State. 

“Water polo and swimming are basically California 
sports,” stated Gaughran. ‘’We have traditionally turned 
out the super swimmers.” 


Robert Gaughran, who has now been coaching at 
Santa Ana College for nine years, was one such ‘‘super” 
swimmer’’. He received every conceivable athletic award 
in high school and college and was a member of the U.S. 
Olympic Club Water Polo Team from 1954-63. 

“My wife was my most loyal fan,” mused Gaughran. 
“She saw the game in which | scored 21 goals and the 
only game in which | didn’t score any.”
